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OUR LONDON LETTER. 


Sır Moretti Маскемле is the literary “Поп” 
of the week. In his much talked-of book of 
“The Fatal Illness of Frederick the ХоМе”-- 
the publication of which is, on the whole, to be 
deplored as a most injudicious action on the part 
of this clever British throat-doctor—Sir Morell 
Mackenzie proves he can wield the pen as 
effectively as he applies the forceps. It is 
possible the learned German Doctor, Professor 
Von Bergmann—portrayed on the same page 
that the work is noticed—prayed, ‘‘Oh, that 
mine enemy would write a book!" At any 
rate, Professor Von Bergmann and his col- 
leagues may with reason congratulate them- 
selves upon the unwitting service Sir Morell 
Mackenzie has rendered them in issuing a work 
which, while it undoubtedly increases our 
admiration for the heroic patience of the 
late Emperor Frederick when suffering from his 
poignant malady, at the same time assails the 
co-operating German surgeons with quitesplenetic 
force, and with the polemical ‘‘heat’’ that Sir 
Morell himself sets down as the origin of cancer. 
Let us hope the famous Harley-street Doctor 
is not developing cancerous germs in his own 
system by this caloric ebullition. ‘‘ Physician, 
heal thyself ! ^! 
* * * * * 

Sir Morell Mackenzie, as is well known, re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood from the 
Queen for the services he rendered “ Unser 
Fritz" in alleviating the pain occasioned 
by cancer. He became a member of the 
Royal College of Surgeons in 1858; took the 
degree of M.D. in the University of London 
in 1862: and was elected in '64 member of the 
Royal College of Physicians. Sir Morell Mac- 
kenzie and his publishers may well have felt 
annoyed at the early unauthorised publication 
of copious extracts from his new book in 
the Paris edition of the New York Herald 
on Friday week, when the right of doing so was 
disposed of for £500 to the New York Sun, which 
had arranged to give the whole text as a supplé- 
ment on Sunday last, but tried to cry off the 
bargain when it was forestalled. But I 
imagine the sale of the book (interdicted in 
Berlin) will in the long run not be injured in 
this country, but, on the contrary, be increased 
by the extensive newspaper reviews. Not the 
least valuable notice to Sir Morell Mackenzie 
will be the illustrated one in the present Number 
of this Journal.

THE Queen's delightfully-situated Balmoralresidence 
has an abiding charm for her Majesty. On Saturday 
afternoon last, the Queen, with the Priucess of 
Wales, Princess Beatrice, and Princesses Louise and 
Maud of Wales, drove out. 

Their Royal Highnesses the Princess of Wales, 
Prince Albert Victor, and Princesses Louise and 
Maud of Wales, attended by Sir Dighton and Lady 
Probyn and Miss Knollys, drove from Abergeldie, 
and attended Divine service last Sunday at Balmoral 
Castle. Their Royal Highnesses afterwards came 
over again, and lunched with the Queen. 

Prince and Princess Henry of Battenberg lunched 
at Abergeldie Mains. 

On Sunday afternoon her Majesty drove to Aber- 
geldie, accompanied by her Royal Highness Princess 
Beatrice and attended by Lady Ampthill, and visited 
the Princess of Wales. 

The Earl of Fife, K.T., arrived at the castle, and, 
with Viscount Cross and the Very Kev. Dr. Cameron 
Lees, had the honour of dining with the Queen and 
the Royal family. 

The Queen has just lost another valuable servant 
in Mrs. Henderson, her Majesty's housekeeper at 
Windsor Castle, who died there on the morning of 
the 13th inst., after a very short illness, in her 
seventieth year. Mrs. Henderson had been twenty- 
one years in the Queen's service, nineteen of which 
as housekeeper at Windsor Castle. She was uni- 
versally respected and liked, and her loss will be 
greatly felt by the Queen and all her household.

No work of modern times has occasioned so 
much excitement as Sir Morell Mackenzie's half- 
a-crown volume on “ Тре Fatal Illness of 
Frederick the Noble,’’ published on Monday last 
by.the eminent firm of Sampson Low, Son, 
Marston, and Co. In common, we believe, with 
most fair-minded E nglishmen, we deeply regret 
that so bitter an attack on distinguished 
German doctors should have been made, 
albeit some answer to their Berlin pamphlet 
condemning Sir Morell Mackenzie’s treatment of 
his illustrious patient was called for. We so far

satisfy the natural curiosity of our readers as to 
give the pith of Sir Morell Mackenzie’s book ; 
but we shall hasten to append Professor Von 
Bergmann’s prompt reply to the aspersions of his 
English confrère. 

SIR MORELL FIRST CALLED IN. 


* On the evening of Wednesday, May 18, 1887, as 
I was about to retire to rest, after a day of hard 
professional work, I received a message requesting 
me to proceed to Berlin, to see his Imperial Highness 
the Crown Prince of Germany. I started the next 
morning and reached Berlin on Friday, Мау 20, 
being met by Dr. Wegner. We drove at once to the 
Kron Prinz Palais. 1 had scarcely time to change 
my traveling clothes before the Hof Marschall, 
Count Radolinski, came to conduct me to the Crown

ceived me most 
graciously, apolo- 
gising, with the 
charming bon- 
homie which en- 
deared him to all 
who knew him, 
for all the trouble 
which his throat 
was causing to 
other people, and 
in particular for 
the long and 


fatiguing journey 
which it had en- 
tailed on me. 
“ Thereupon I 
M was 
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taken to 
another room, 
where I found the 


following physic- 


ians and surgeons 
assembled:—Pro- 
fessors Gerhardt, 

Von Bergmann, 

and T obold ; Dr. 

Von Lauer, Phy- 

sician in Ordinary 
to the aged Em- 
peror, and Medi- 
c'al Director- 
General in the 
German Army; 
Dr. Wegner, 
whom I have 
already mention- 
ed, and Dr. 

Schrader, another 
military surgeon, 

who occasionally 
acted as Dr. Weg- 
ner's deputy in 
attending the 
NURSE. 


Imperial family. 
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With Professor Gerhardt I was already person- 
ally acquainted, and he was known to me pro- 
fessionglly as a physician who, in the midst of his 
labours in other departments of medical science, had 
found time to give some attention to diseases of the 
throat. Professor Von Bergmann I had heard of in 
connection with the Servian and Russo- Turkish wars, 
and I knew that he had been called from St. Peters- 
burg to take the Chair of Surgery at Berlin, after it 
had been declined by Professor Billroth, of Vienna, 
and Professor V ct пури of Halle, to whom it had 
previously been offered. 


* When I had made my осей: the other 
doctors and I withdrew in the ordinary way, to dis- 
cuss the matter. Professors Gerhardt and Tobold 
gave а positive opinion that the disease was can- 
cerous, and Professor Von Bergmaun, though ex- 
pressing himself more guardedly, ‘substantially 
agreed with them. All three were unanimous in 
thinking that a cutting operation from the outside 
would be necessary for the removal of the growth." 


Sir Morell Mackenzie then proceeds to relate 
how he succeeded in cutting off a portion of the 
growth in the throat with “the forceps, and how 
that it was forwarded to Dr. Virchow for 
examination. 


A USEFUL PARAGRAPH 
ON DISEASES OF THE MOUTH 


shows Sir Morell Mackenzie in his best vein: — 


** Among causes of local irritation heat is certainly 
one of the most active. By far the most common 
seat of malignant disease in men is the mouth, which 
is more exposed than any other part of the body to 
irritation by hot substances. Every surgeon is 
familiar with this fact.. Whether it be a low er lip, 
on which the hot stem of a clay-pipe or the smoulder- 
ing paper of a cigarette has rested day after дау ; or 
а tongue exasperated by the frequent contact of 
acrid tobacco-smoke or the mouthpiece of a foul 
pipe, or made raw by ardent liquors,.or stung and 
blistered by fiery condiments, the cause is essentially 
the same—viz., the searing of the superficial covering 
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by prolonged heat. In Cashnair, where hot brasiers 
are often applied to the abdomen and thigh, cancer 
of these parts is not uncommon, though all but un- 
known in either of these situations elsewhere. 


SIR MORELL DOWN ON PROFESSOR 
GERHAEDT. 


“T do not hesitate, however, to say that the treat- 
ment adopted by Professor Gerhardt was at once un- 
Scientific and injudicious. He cannot escape from 
this dilemma. Either his treatment was too thorough, 
ог it was not thorough enough. If he believed the 
growth to be benign, the repeated burning to which 
he subjected it was barbarous; if, as he says, he was 
doubtful as to its nature, that very doubt should have 
stayed his hand, and have led him to invoke surgical 
aid much sooner than he did. On twelve con- 
secutive days, according to his own admission, 
did this physician burn the Crown Prince’s larynx 
with a red-hot wire, and again on four subsequent 
occasions at short intervals. Finally, as if all this 
were not enough, he thought it necessary to sear the 
edge of the vocal cord with a flat burner! There is 
no record in medical literature, so far as I am aware, 
in which the cautery—a most valuable agent, if pro- 
perly handled—was so terribly misused." 


HOW SIR MORELL MACKENZIE 
WIELDS THE SCALPEL 
OVER PROFESSOR VON BERGMANN. 


On the 12th of April last, the Emperor Frederick 
being then in an alarming condition, took place au 
operation, which Sir Morell Mackenzie describes in 
the following trenchant fashion :— 

** As the tube which I now proposed to try was 
different in shape froin any of those which had been 
used since the case had been formally given up to me 
by Professor Von Bergmann at San Remo, I thought 
that professional courtesy required that I should ask 
him to be present on the occasion. As I intended to 
do whatever was necessary with my own hands, there 
was really no need for the assistance of а surgeon; 
but it is an elementary rule of civilised medical 
practice, that all those associated together in the man- 
agement of a case should be made acquainted with the 
details of the treatment that is carried out. As soon 
as the new tube was ready, therefore, I dispatched 

A MESSENGER TO PROFESSOR VON BERGMANN, 
to request him to come to me as soon as possible, 
meaning, of course, that I was anxious to proceed 
to change the tube without delay. 

“ In sending off that message, little did I think it 
would have such fatal consequences. It is no ex- 
aggeration to say that these hastily-scribbled lines 
proved to be the 

DEATH-WARRANT OF THE EMPEROR. 

Had 1 had the slightest idea of what was to follow, 
I should certainly not have allowed any over- 
punctilious notions of etiquette to mislead me into 
taking so disastrous a step. At the moment, how- 
ever, it appeared to be the right thing to do. Тһе 

mperor, on his accession to the throne, had ap- 
pointed Professor Von Bergmann to be one of his 
medical attendants, no doubt in deference to public 
opinion in Germany, and I had been repeatedly 
and urgently requested by the chief officer of his 
Majesty’s household, Prince Radolin, to endeayour 
to work harmoniously with Von Bergmann, who, 
Prince Radolin assured me, was ‘ greatly trusted by 
the official classes.’ Hence my anxiety that there 
should be no ground for complaint, so far as I was 
concerned, of any violation of the decencies of 
professional intercourse. It was five o’clock in the 
afternoon before 

PROFESSOR VON BERGMANN ARRIVED. 

Аз soon as he came into my room I noticed that he 
was in a state of great excitement. Whether this 
agitation was due to exaggerated reports which he 
may have received as to the Emperor’s condition, or 
to causes of a more personal nature, I am unable to 
вау; but either from overexcitement, or from some 
other cause, Bergmann behaved in a most extra- 
ordinary, indeed, altogether unaccountable, manner. 

“ I briefly explained the circumstances, aud showed 
him the tubes which I had got ready, though Berg- 
mann seemed in too great a flurry to be able to listen 
attentively. We then proceeded to the Emperor’s 
room, Soppopaniey эй r. Hovell, each of us carry- 
ing several tubes. e found 

THE EMPEROR ENGAGED IN WRITING. 
The inspiration was distinctly audible, but beyond 
this there was not the slightest indication of any 
difficulty in breathing. Professor Von Bergmann 
placed a chair opposite the window, and asked the 
Emperor to sit down upon it, and thereupon, with- 
out making any remark, he quickly undid the tape 
which kept the cannula in position, pulled the latter 
out, and with considerable force endeavoured to 
insert one which he had in his hand, and which was 
not provided with a pilot. 
THE INSTRUMENT WAS FORCED INTO THE NECK, 


but no air came through it. The mperor’s breath- 
ing thereupon became very much embarrassed, and

‘This was followed 
by a violent fit of coughing, and there was consider- 
able hamorrhage. Professor Von Bergmann next 
seized a tampon-cannula covered with sponge, cut the 
sponge quickly off, and tried to push the tube into 
the windpipe. Again no air came through the cannula, 
aud it was clear that, instead of entering the sir 
passage, it had been forced downwards in front of 
the trachea, ploughing up the soft tissues in that 
situation, and making what is technically known as 
a ‘false passage. Again the Professor had to pull 
out the tube, and again its withdrawal was followed 
by violent coughing and streams of blood. 

** To my consternation, Professor Von Bergmann 
then 

PUSHED HIS FINGER DEEPLY INTO THE WOUND, 

and on withdrawing it tried to insert another tube. 
He again failed, however, and again the attempt 
was followed as before by most distressing coughing 
and copiovs bleeding. Professor Von Bergmann 
then asked that his assistant, who was waiting in his 
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my throat?’ His Majesty then went on to say, 51 
hope you will not allow Professor Von Bergmann to 
do any further operations on me.’ I answered, 
‘After what I have seen to-day, Sir, I beg most 
respectfully to say that I can no longer have the 
honour of continuing iu uttendance upon your 
Imperial Highness if Professor Von Bergmann is to 
be permitted to touch your throat again.’ Berg- 
mann’s roughness was never forgotten by the 
Emperor, although the nobility of his nature pre- 
vented him from showing any resentment, and even 
from bearing that awkward operator any ill-will.” 


THE EMPEROR FREDERICK’S 
NOBILITY OF CHARACTER 
is borne witness to by Sir Morell Mackenzie in what 
are by far the best passages in the book, beng 


unpolemical. We quote one of these passages in 
conclusion :— 


*Ihavesail more than once that Frederick the 
Noble was the most considerate of men, and I cannot

carriage outside, might be sent for. It seemed as if 
he contemplated doing some further operation, 
perhaps enlarging the wound; but the Emperor was 
saved any further torture by the arrival of Dr. Bra- 
maun on thescene.

and Krause, at ten o’clock that morning, and I 
subsequently took it out and substituted another for 
it. Although both these tubes had passed quite 
freely, and without causing either coughing or bleed- 
ing, neither of them was altogether satisfactory, and 
other cannulas had, therefore, to be procured. The 
Emperor coughed almost incessantly, and continued 
to lose much blood for two hours after Bergmann’s 
abortive struggles with the tube. The severity of the 
symptoms then began to diminish, but there was 
still a deal of coughing, with some hemorrhage at 
intervals, till his Majesty went to bed. 
** Half an hour after the Professor’s departure 
THE EMPEROR SENT FOR MF, 


and asked, ‘ Why did Bergmann put his finger into 


forbear relating a striking instance of this quality 
which occurred within a few hours of his death. My 
sitting-room was close to his Majesty’s room ; butin 
order to reach the latter I had to pass through 
three rooms. In order to get to his bed - room 
more quickly I generally used to go along an 
outside balcony, so that I had only the ante- 
room to pass through. Just before daybreak on 
the morning of June 15 it was dulland chilly. In 
consequence, 1 suppose, of exposure to the air, in 
going by the balcony I became a little asthmatic. 
Whilst I was changing his cannula on two or three 
occasions during the night, the Emperor put his hand 
lightly on my chest, and looked up at me with a glance 
of earnest sympathy, thus mutely expressing his regret 
that І, too, wassufiering. ‘Those who Пале much to do 
with the sick know well how prolonged illness often 
breaks down the natural framework of the character, 
making even those who in health were utterly un- 
selfish come to be regardless of anything but their 
own suffering. Frederick the Noble, in this as in 
everything else, rose above tlie ordinary standard of 
humanity. Even in Ше agony of death, he remained 
true to his own generous nature." 


PROFESSOR VON BERGMANN’S 
ANSWER TO 
SIR MORELL MACKENZIE. 


W print a Portrait of Professor Von Bergmann 
face to face with Sir Morell Mackenzie. The 
Paris edition of the New York Herald (the first 
paper to print extracts from ‘‘ The Fatal Illness 
of Frederick the Noble’’) on Sunday last pub- 
lished a telegram from Berlin containing the reply 
of Professor Bergmann to the charges of Sir 
Morell Mackenzie. The following are the principal 
passages :— 


“ Science shows us to-day that every cancer that is 
small and operated upon in time can be permanently 
removed ; but if the cancer becomes large the oper- 
ation must fail. 

IT IS ENTIRELY MACKENZIE'S FAULT 


that the operation was delayed until the small cancer 
had grown into a large one. Gerhardt and Tobold 
were quite right not to use the forceps, as the history 
of the Emperor's case shows that the piece removed 
by Mackenzie led to false deductions. The piece was 
pronounced healthy while the post-mortem revealed 
cancer. Mackenzie's lack of general pathological 
knowledge was the cause of this mistake and of his

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not knowing why Professor Tobold and Gerhardt | 
would not remove a piece of the growth. I will not | 
speak of what took place in England or at San Кешо 
up to the time tracheotomy was resorted to. At that | 
time Dr. Landgraf, of whose awkwardness Mackenz e | 
speaks so sharply, noticed the growth of the cancer | 
from week to week, while the distinguished specialist | 
Mackenzie failed to notice the fact until it was too 
late to do any good. Now, about that crooked cut 
of Bramaun. My answer is this—the accusation is 
a Не. The cut was made exactly iu the middle. 
Mackenzie told Prince Henry of Prus-ia at San 
Remo himself that the operation had been admirably 
performed. Now, in regard to the very serious charge 
made against me with regard to 
WHAT TOOK PLACE ON APRIL 12, 

when I am said to have ploughed a deep wound in 
the Emperor's throat, and caused an inflammation in 
the celiular tissues between the trachea and the 
sternum or breastbone. Again am 1 compelled to 
the belief that Mackenzie failed to grasp the mean- 
ing of Virchow's post-mortem report. wherein no 
mention oecurs of any such inflammation. On the 
contrary, the celiulartissues lying back of the breast- 
boue, the anterior mediasterium, showed no evidence 
of any cicatrisation, but only of purely normal con- 
ditions. ‘I'he post-mortem showed the immediate 
cause of death, the inflammation of the lungs, to be 
of recent date. I then asked Professor Virchow, in 
presence of аП the numerous witnesses who signed 
the report, when this inflammation of the lungs 
might have been supposed to have begun. The Pro- 
fessor answered, * Certainly not more than two weeks 
ago. Probably not more than six or seven days ago.’ 
‘Chis Mackenzie heard. He saw the diseased lung, 
and still dared to maintain that a manipulation of 
mine made eight weeks before was the direct cause 
of the Emperor’s death. No medical man would 
believe this lie, but the credulous and ignorant 
among the general public may, and make one of the 
German doctors responsible for the sad result. The 
disease 

IN THE EMPEROR FREDERICK’S CASE 
ran the usual course of every cancer of the Jarynx. 
First a little wartlike growth, that gradually grows 
larger and larger, and finally involves the entire 
cavity of the larynx. Then, when the patient caa 
no longer draw air into the lungs, tracheotomy 
hecomes necessary. Later on, the hard sweiling in 
the larynx softens, becomes gangrenous and decays. 
Corrupt matter dropping into the lungs produces 
inflammation, of which the patient usually dies. 
"різ was the case with the Emperor Frederick. ‘he 
post-mortem showed the whole larynx to have been 
eaten away. In its place was n great cavity filled 
with pus and ichor. ‘his is all so simple that I 
venture to say no medical man in either Europe or 
America would, after reading the German report, 
fail to come to а just conclusion about the case, 
Mackenzie always excepted.”

THE LATE CAPTAIN BELEY'S 
BRAVERY 
AT THE BLACK MOUNTAIN. 


Wr print a Sketch-Map showing the seat of our 
latest “little war’? on the Indian frontier, 
‘where, we regret to say, some gallant British 
officers have lost their lives. It will be re- 
membered that Captain Н. В. Urmston, of the 
6th Punjaub Infantry, was killed, with Major 
JBattye, of the 5th Ghoorkas, on June 18, in the 
Agror valley, near the Oghi outpost beyond 
Abbotabad, in a conílict with the revolted Ak- 
halzai tribe of 
THE BLACK MOUNTAIN. 

Abbotabad is the frontier military station in 
the Hazara district, which is situated to the 
north of Rawul Pindi, in the Punjaub, and to 
the east of Peshawur. 'Thomountain range over- 
looking this district, and called “Ше Black 
Mountain,” is infested by fanatical and hostile 
tribes, whose incursions have often given some 
trouble to the British Indian Government. An 
expedition to punish the enemy, commanded by 
General M‘Queen, set forth early in October. 

CAPTAIN BELEY WAS KILLED 


in the brisk action of Oct.5. After the Royal 
Trish Regiment had carried the enemy’s position, 
about two miles from Kotkai, some Ghazi 
fanatics delivered a counter-charge, but were 
repulsed and killed to a man. Captain Beley, 
D.S.O., of the staff (a most promising officer), 
one native officer, two privates of the Royal Irish 
Regiment, and one Sepoy were killed; and 
Captain Radford, Lieutenant Cleeve, eleven 
European privates, and one Sepoy were wounded. 
The enemy’s loss amounted to about 200. The 
advance of the third column was delayed by the 
non-arrival of the baggage. Colonel Crookshank, 
C.B., commanding the fourth, or river, column, 
was wounded on the 5th while making 4 recon- 
naissance. On the 9th, the first column was five 
miles to the north of Chittabut, while the third 
column had burnt the enemy’s villages on the 
western side of the mountains. 
CAPTAIN BELEY’S CAREER. 

The Portrait of the late Captain Beley, of the 

25th Bengal Light Infantry, appears on the | 
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previous page. Charles Harold Hepworth Beley, 
а near relative of the Rev. C. Beley, Vicar ої 
Manningtree, Essex, was educated at Blundell’s 
School, Tiverton, in Devonshire. As a boy he 
was always bright and cheery, full of pluck and 
animal spirits, but thoroughly steady and reliable. 
He was one of the most promising young officers 
of the Indian Army ; had served in the Afghan 
War, taking part in the famous march trom 
Cabulto Candahar, and in the battle of Candahar, 
when he was mentioned in despatches. He had 
passed the Staff College, and had certificatesof pro- 
ficiency in Pushtu (the language of the Afghans), 
Punjaubi, and Russian. He was for some time 
attached to the Indian Intelligence Department, 
where his attainments were fully recognised by 
Sir Charles MacGregor and Sir Frederick Roberts. 
He accompanied Sir Frederick Roberts to Man- 
dalay, and was in 1887 appointed Deputy 
Assistant Quartermaster-General in the Punjaub 
Frontier Force. А private letter received from 
him at the time says :—‘‘ Am I not lucky to get 
the post? It suits me admirably, and General 
M‘Queen is a first-rate man to serve under." Не 
was busily engaged, amongst other things, in 
sorting a collection of General MacGregor's 
papers, when he was posted to the Black Moun- 
tain Expedition. Captain Beley, not the first 
notable man educated in Blundell’s famous 
'"'iverton school, was a good type of the dashing 
scientific soldier England is now turning out. His 
loss is deeply mourned. 
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SPORT IN THE HIMALAYAS. 
IBEX-SHOOTING. 


Mr. В. Caron \Уоорупл, the eminent Battle 
Painter (our British De Neuville, in fact), draws 
so boldly and vigorously and truthfully that we 
are sure our readers will be glad to see and 
admire the present specimen of his supreme skill 
in draughtsmanship. Ibex-shooting has usually 
а great charm for sportsmen in the Himalayas. 
This may, perhaps, be accounted for by the 
difficulties which attend it, and the distance to 
which one must travel in search of it. The many 
days oflong marches, and the disappointments 
from unsuccessful stalks, are a great drawback. 
On account of the wariness of the ibex, and the 
extreme acuteness of his senses of sight, hearing, 
and smell, he is wonderfully difficult to approach. 
Should the wind shift during a stalk, as it often 
does, and blow but one рай from you to the ibex, 
you may go straight home without troubling to 
see what has happened; if you did look you 
would see they had all gone, except perhaps one, 
and he would be ornamenting the top of the 
highest peak on the horizon. 
* * * * 

'The sketches powerfully drawn on the wood 
by Mr. R. Caton Woodville, show some incidents 
in a successful day. “Н.” writes: "Му two 
shikarrees (huntsmen) and I started from camp 
about three o'clock one morning, and, after five 
hours of hard climbing, we sighted four male 
ibex about 800 yards off: they were lying down 
together, and 1 could see through the glass that 
two had very fine heads. It was not a good 
place for a stalk: they were far. below us, and 
the snow between was very steep, looking at 
first quite impassable: however, the wind was 
favourable, which was a great thing, and I was 
determined to have a try. It was not so very 
hard when we were once off. There was only 
one really iwi QUA place, where a rock bulged 
out about the height of one's chest, over a very 
steep slope of snow, hundreds of feet deep.

“© At last we reached the top of a rock about 
150 yards from the animals, and almost directly 
abové them. НОЩА loaded the double Express 
rifle, I спупойду 60133 over the edge; and to 
my great joy found they were still there, lying 
down. Tho ledge sloped down towards the front, 
and my shikarree had to, hold on to my legs to 
prevent my slipping over. 1 missed the first 
barrel, the bullet going just under; however, 
taking rather a fuller sight I knocked one over 
with the second, as he scrambled on to his legs. 
To put in fresh cartridge and fire at them again 
was the work of a moment. I disabled the other 
big one just as he was vanishing round a corner, 
and got a snap at one of the others. On getting 
down we found one dead, and traces of blood 
from two others; we soon found them, and 
polished them off. Then came the cutting up ;

loaded, to try a bit of ibex liver and a quiet 


pipe."

THE EAST-END MURDERS. 


TRAINING MR. BROUGH'S 
BLOODHOUNDS TO TRACK 
MURDERERS. 

А BREEDER of Bloodhounds for twenty years, 
Mr. Edwin Brough, of Wyndyate, near Scar- 
borough, is a great advocate of the use of 
Bloodhounds, well trained, for the tracking of 

criminals; and 
SIR CHARLES WARREN 

has so far acted on Mr. Brough’s useful suggestion 
as to put a brace in training, so that in the event 
of the Whitechapel assassin perpetrating another 
outrage on a poor woman of the streets, he would 
probably be run to earth. Says Mr. Brough 
(who brought two of his finest bloodhounds from 
Yorkshire to London to place at the disposal of 
the Chief Commissioner of Police) :—‘‘ The great 
value of the pure bloodhound is that he can be 
trained to hunt the scent of a man through his 
boots, and without any artificial aid such as 
blood." Mr. Brough tried two magnificent 
animals named Barnaby and Burgho in Regent’s 
Park, at seven o’clock on Monday morning, 
Oct. 8. The ground was thickly coated with 
hoar frost, but they did their work well, success- 
fully tracking for nearly a mile a young man, 
who was given about fifteen minutes start. They 
were tried again in Hyde Park on the Monday 
night. It was, of course, dark, and the dogs 
were hunted on a leash, as would be the case if 
they were employed in Whitechapel. They 
were again successful in performing their allotted 
task, and at seven o'clock on the following morn- 
ing a trial took place before Sir Charles Warren. 
In every instance the dogs hunted persons who 
were perfect strangers to them, and occasionally 
the trail would be crossed. When this happened 
the hounds were temporarily checked, but either 
one or the other would pick up the trail again. 
In one of the longest courses the hounds were 
checked at half the distance. Burgho ran back, 
but Barnaby making a fresh cast forward re- 
covered the trail and ran the quarry home. The 
hound did this entirely unaided by his master, 
who thought that he was on the wrong track, 
but left him to his own devices. The Chief 
Commissioner seemed pleased with the result of 
the trials. Our Artist subsequently had the 
privilege of witnessing a trial of Mr. Brough’s 

loodhounds (which were kept in capital con- 
dition in town by Mr. Taunton). 


THE STORY OF A REAL MAN-HUNT 


is succinctly told by Mr. J. B. Smedley, of 
Alford, Lincolnshire :—

own experience of extraordinary instinct (?) for 
tracking down a ‘ bloody miscreant.’

The Sketches which we 
are this week enabled to publish were taken in that

neighbourhood by Mr. E. J. Glave and Mr. H. Ward, 
and they represent with much fidelity the scenery of 
that part of the Congo, and the features of the local 
population, with their peculiar manuers and customs. 

Mr. Glave contributes the picture of a Ba-yanzi 
execution, witnessed by himself. ‘The executioner 
makes a chalk mark on the poor fellow’s neck; then, 
with one blow, severs the head from the trunk. The 
spectators at this seem to lose all control over them- 
selves. They tear down the head from the pole, and 
there is a ghastly scrimmage for it, often resulting in 
a free fight: 

The Ba-yanzi are not of the negro race, accord- 
ing to ethnologists, but belong purely to the 
“ Bantu” family, which includes the people around 
Lake Tanganyika and Lake Nyassa, in Eastern 
Africa, and on the Zambesi. Their skins are of a 
chocolate brown colour; they are well shaped, and 
have abundance of hair, but usually pluck out the 
beard, moustache, whiskers, eyebrows, and eyelashes.

by a careful examination, and after 
removal by my own hand of innumer- 
able specimens from the windpipe of 
the young pheasant, and I trust the 
observations I am about to offer may 
prove acceptable to the student of 
natural history. I may point out, 
first, the great disparity observed in 
the size of the sexes. The female of 
the genus Sclerostoma syngamus measures 
full six-eights of an inch in length, 
while the male scarcely exceeds the 
one-eighth of an inch. On detaching 
the female from the trachea of the 
bird, and of which she had still a very 
firm hold, she was of a deep-red 
colour, at first sight very like the 
smaller bloodworm of the ‘Thames, 
Gordius aquaticus, and for which, when 
taken out of the windpipe, she might 
easily have been mistaken. The male 
worm, from its minuteness and want of 
colour, was at first quite overlooked by 
me; but on a more careful search, and 
by the aid of a pocket-lens, was at 
length discovered attached to the 
upper fourth of the body of the 
female. . . .

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UNVEILING THE STATUE OF 
GORDON. 


On Tuesday morning, at half-past 
eleven, without ceremony of any kind, 
the statue of General Gordon, by 
Thornycroft, was unveiled by Mr. 
Plunket, First Commissioner of Works, 
in Trafalgar-square. ‘There was only 
a small crowd, but it included several 
personal friends of the late General— 
viz., Baroness Burdett-Coutts, Pre- 
bendary Barnes (who administered the 
Holy Communion to him on the eve of 
his departure for Khartoum), and Miss 
Barnes. Mr. Plunket was accompanied 
by Mr. Primrose. Inspector Peters 
had charge of a small body of police. 
Exactly at Па! - past eleven, Mr. 
Plunket pulled at a cord, and the 
white sheet, which had previously en- 
veloped the statue, fell to the base of 
the monument. 

General Gordon is bare-headed and 
in undress uniform; his feet are en- 
cased in heavy riding-boots, which are 
spurred, and the left foot rests upon a 
broken cannon. His chin rests upon 
his right hand, and his face is full of 
sad thoughtfulness. The left hand 
holds a book below the right elbow, 
and under the left arm a walk- 
ing-stick, the familiar weapon with 
which he rode out to many of his 
battles. On the south square of the 
monument are the words :—‘‘ Charles 
G. Gordon, C.B., Major-General Royal 
Engineers, killed at Khartoum, 26th 
January, 1885.’ On the west square 
are Fortitude and Faith, two most 
artistic figures; in the shield of the 
former are the words—‘‘ Right fears no 
Might." On the east side are figures 
of Charity and Justice, the former 
having children at her side. The north 
side is plain, but above are the words 
* Soudan," ''Khartoum," as though 
to suggest the mystery which surrounds 
the death of the hero. The monument 
rests upon two steps of granite.

A Tale of a Dog.

The 
moment the good porter 
showed his face the two 
terriers bolted, leaving 
their lame comrade at the 
door. At this moment a 
medical student came in, 
and he at once treated the 
collieasan ordinary patient. 
On examination it was 
found that the dog had an 
artery cut on his right 
foreleg, with a gaping 
wound three inches long. 
The leg was dressed and 
bandaged, the hemorrhage 
was arrested, and the dog 
lay outside the hospital 
on the grass for a couple 
of hours and then went 
away. Such is the story 
of Bob, a drover's collie. The friendly hospital was KING'S 
COLLEGE HOSPITAL, and the touching incident made а great 
sensation at the time. While some were sceptical, many were touched 
by the simple pathos of the little drama. Mr. Yates Carrington, the 
eminent dog-painter, happened to read the incident in. the papers, and 
at once went down to the hospital to make inquiries. He was also 
struck by the kind and intelligent sympathy for the distress of their 
comrade shown by the fox-terriers. 9 18 it is true," he said, * why 
should I not tell the story on canvas?” He made his inquiries; Mr. 
Mosse Macdonald, the secretary of the hospital, gave him every help; 
the dogs in the drama were discovered, and the result is the picture 
which Mr. Carrington exhibits at the Academy this year. 

Of this picture we were favoured with a private view. There 
was the picture on its easel, occuping the place of honour in the cosy 
studio, flanked by half-a-dozen other pictures of dogs—toy dogs, 
terrier dogs, mongrel dogs—which Mr. Carrington loves to paint. 
The famous Teufel had just left the platform on which he had been 
sitting to his master, and Mr. Carrington told us how he painted 
the * Out-patient.” ‘I read the story, set off at once to the hospital,

and Mr. Macdonald kindly 
gave me every assistance. 
A thick patch of blood 
was still on the hospital 
steps, and starting from 
that we traced it all round 
the back of the hospital 
to a spot in Clement’s Inn, 
called Yates's-court. In 
the hoarding between the 
court and the enclosure of 
the Law Courts there was 
a hole just large enough 
to admit the dog. Below 
the hole was a piece of 
glass. This discovery, 
and the state of the pave- 
ment, which was like a 
slaughter-house, left no 
doubt in our minds; that 
this was the scene of the 
‘tragedy.’ While we were 
talking, Mr. Hutt, the 
bookseller, came out and 
informed usthat his terrier 
was one of the actors in 
the drama, and thus No. 1 
was secured. The second 
terrier belonged to his 
brother. The patient was 
the property of a drover, 
who in driving his cattle 
was frequently in the 
vicinity of the hospital. 
You see, the three dogs 
were evidently in the habit 
of meeting one another, 
for two lived close by the 
hospital, and the third 
often passed it. They were playing together on the Sunday morning. 
The collie cut his foot, and his little friends induced him to follow them 
to the out-patients’ door of the hospital. The interesting point to me 
was that the dogs took their shortest cut through the various alleys past 
the back entrance to the hospital to the front door, mind you. The 
conclusion I came to was that the terrier had constantly seen patients 
carried in that way. The end of it all was that I got the drover to lend 
me the collie, and was also able to borrow the terriers. The collie was 
the most intelligent dog'sitter I ever had. ‘Jack, one of the terriers, 
did not at all approve of studio life, for on the fourth morning after his 
arrival here my servant informed me at breakfast that he had vanished. 

Little thinking that * Jack,’ who lived four miles away, and: had never 
been up in St. John's Wood before, had been cute enough to find his way 
through Marylebone and Holborn, I wired his master, and received the 
reply that * Jack’ arrived safely at 6.30 a.m., barking for admission in 
time for breakfast. You вее the blood in the picture,” said Mr. Carring- 
ton, pointing to the red splashes on the door. “То paint that; part of 
the picture I sent to the butchers for some, and dabbled the collie’s paw 
into it, but he would persist. in licking it off, and with н relish.”
